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Is everyone recycling waste properly?

It has been mandated by the State of California 
that by the year 1995 cities must cut back the amount 
of waste disposed in our landfills by 25 percent (Or¬ 
dinance AB939). 

What percentage has Sierra Madre reached to¬ 
ward that goal? Ten percent? Twenty percent? Can 
more be done in the program to recycle? Why hasn’t 
our city extended curbside recycling? What has Sierra 
Madre done beyond that first step of curbside recy¬ 
cling? 

These were among the questions asked by Laurie 
Cooper at the Jan. 14 City Council meeting. Cooper 
feels strongly, and says others do as well, that there 
is a lack of communication and wonders how close 
we are toward the 25 percent. What are the present 
figures; what plans do we have to expand recycling? 

Presently, curbside recycling, that initial part of 


the program, is limited to residential. By now, why 
haven’t Sierra Madre businesses, condos and apart¬ 
ments been brought into the program and why not? 
It is certainly possible for the city to negotiate with 
our disposal company. Western Waste, to also include 
these additions. 

Cooper points out that 50 percent of Sierra 
Madre’s trash is green waste and feels we have several 
options for green waste recycling. City engineer and 
Director of Public Works Kev Tchaikhoutian is in 
charge of Sierra Madre’s waste disposal program. He 
points out that presently the city’s time has been de¬ 
voted to solving our water problem. Shortly we will 
be liberated from that and will give further attention 
to recycling, Tchaikhoutian says, and in 1992 we will 
definitely see changes. 

He mentions too, the city of Pasadena’s problem 
with green waste they were trying to recycle. That city 


found that eventually they had to pay to have it hauled 
away. Cooper feels the city has a chipper and could 
at least do some composting with green waste and this 
can be used in such places as out city parks. She feels 
too, we can be more creative about the whole problem 
of recycling. Both she and Tchaikhoutian agree that 
the public will get involved and be cooperative. How¬ 
ever, Cooper says she has noticed that even with 
curbside recycling, which started out well, now the 
orange containers are not nearly as full as they were 
at first. 

Cooper also addresses the problem of cardboard 
and its having to be corrugated. Bins could be placed 
at convenient locations in the city for disposal of the 
cardboard. Why hasn’t this been done? 

The disposal of toxic waste, on the other hand, 
says Cooper, should be handled by the county. It’s 
very expensive, involves a chemist, license to trans¬ 


port, etc. The county does designate various sites and 
dates for toxic waste. The county is also a wonder¬ 
ful resource for information about the whole pro¬ 
gram of recycling. 

Mayor Pro Tern Gary Adams asked Cooper how 
much Sierra Madre’s recycling center was being used. 
She reported that it is down by one/half since the curb- 
side recycling was started but still produced 154 tons 
last year. Local organizations use the center for 
fund-raising. 

Cooper’s main interest is the environment. She 
feels people need to know what has been done and 
what they can do to help. Also, time is of the essence 
and that “as far as it is being perceived by a good 
many people - nothing is being clone - and that may 
not be so.” 

Therefore, communication and information is 
the key and important at this point.

Tennie Rogers, who is reported to be a 64 - 
year - old grandmother living in Sierra Madre, is 
running for the Presidency of the United States. 

She has paid her $1(XX) filing fee and is one 
of 63 candidates who have filed to run in the New 
Hampshire primary scheduled for Feb. 18. 

Some of the other California candidates in¬ 
clude Former Governor Jerry Brown, comedian 
Pat Paulsen and actor Tom Laughlin. 


Maurer takes out 
nomination papers 

George Maurer, incumbent City Councilman, 
was the first person to take out nomination papers 
for Sierra Madre City Council. City Clerk Nancy Sue 
Shollenberger informed The News that Maurer took 
out his nomination papers on Jan. 21. 

Maurer was .born in New Jersey and graduated 
from Burlington (N.J.) High School. He attended 
the New Jersey State Fire College, and, after moving 
to California, attended Pasadena City College, re¬ 
ceiving certification of Emergency Medical Techni¬ 
cian. 

He is employed at The Only Place In Town 
restaurant. 

Maurer served in the U.S. Navy during World 
War II and moved to California with his family 30 
years ago. He has lived here for 23 years. He was a 
member of the Sierra Madre Fire Department for 19 
years and was with the Burlington (N.J.) Fire Depart¬ 
ment 11 years. 

Maurer has been married for 47 years, has four 
children, 12 grandchildren and three great-grandchildren. 

He was 1976 Citizen of the Year and was se¬ 
lected American Heart Association Volunteer of the 
Year, Pa.sadena Chapter, in 1972. 

Two seats are available for the council for a four- 
year-interim. Also open are City Clerk and Nancy 
Sue Shollenberger says she will run for that office 
again. Open, too, is City Treasurer, a post that has 
been held by Douglas Berkshire. 
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Rogers is a retired high school teacher who 
is the only female among the Republican candi¬ 
dates. She is mailing letters, asking for finan¬ 
cial assistance, at random to prospective donors 
across the United States. 

The area Republican candidates’ office only 
know her name, not her face. So The News is 
anxious for an interview from the only Sierra 
Madrean to run for President. 



Daniel Parker dies 
after short illness 

Longtime Sierra Madre resident Daniel Robert 
Parker, 81, died Wednesday, Jan. 15, after a brief 
struggle with pancreatic cancer., 

Mr. Parker was born in 1910 in San Francisco 
and moved with his parents to Sierra Madre in 1922. 
He attended local schools, Pasadena Junior College 
and the University of Southern California. 

He was active in Sierra Madre politics and com¬ 
munity affairs. Among others, he served in leader¬ 
ship capacities of the Friends of the Library, Demo¬ 
cratic Club, Parks and Recreation Commission, the 
Cultural Heritage Commission and the Bi-Centennial 
Committee. 

Mr. Parker will be most remembered for his 
many years of volunteer efforts on behalf of various 
amateur athletic events. He served as a track and 
field official on The Athletic Congress, was a Board 
of Director of The Old Time Athletics Association 
and was a member of the Mt. Sac Relays Committee, 
where a race will be named in his honor. 

He leaves Eloise, his wife of 50 years, who cared 
for him at home with the help of Hospice; daughter 
Carol Parker, and grandchildren, Alexander and 
Ashley Duke, of New Rochelle, New York; niece 
Dorothy Tomer of Montebello; and nephew Henry 
Parker of Van Nuys.

A 19-year-old Azusa man was rescued Monday 
at about 6:30 a.m. after he had vanished after going 
on a hike to the Fish Canyon area to take photos of 
the full moon. 

David Slate left his home at 2 p.m. Sunday and 
was prepared for the hike, with a backpack and warm 
clothes. 

In the darkness he took a wrong trail and ended 
up spending the night. He went to a scenic area 
near a waterfall which, although unknown to him, 
made his rescue more difficult. The noise of the 
waterfall obliterated the sounds of the Sierra Madre 
and San Dimas Search and Rescue Teams who at¬ 
tempted to call to him. 

At 3 a.m. the local Search and Rescue Team 
members decided to “call it a day.” Those who were 
on the rescue were Phil Lester, Dick Sale, Russ An¬ 
derson, Lin Kroll, Rick Harkness, Ron Howko, 


Mike Parker, Richard Deets, Peter Vierhielig and 
John Fill. 

They had hiked to the falls and called but the 
noise of the river and of the falls kept the victim 
from hearing them. In the morning they woke to the 
sound of the helicopter that went up the canyon and 
spotted the victim immediately. The helicopter was 
unable to fly in the dark because of the telephone 
poles. 

Slate was in good health, had started a fire 
against the temperature, which was in the low 40s. 

Team member Ron Howko, who reported the 
story to The News, said that those who are lost 
should attempt to stay away from camping near 
water since the temperatures are lower with the high 
humidity. Also the noise factor is a problem, he 
said. He urged lost hikers to go to open ground 
where they can be spotted more easily. 


Sierra Madrean stabbed in robbery attempt 


A Sierra Madre man was stabbed at about 7:30 
p.m. Jan. 18 when he tried to foil a robbery attempt 
on him in the first block of N. Baldwin Ave., accord¬ 
ing to Police Chief Bill Betts. 

Alfred Rittenhouse, 25, said that four men at¬ 
tempted to take his wallet and when he argued with 
them, one man assaulted him with a knife. He received 
multiple knife wounds, was treated at Arcadia 
Methodist Hospital and released the next day. 

Rittenhouse said there were four suspects: a 


male in his 40s weighing 250 to 300 pounds who 
drove an older model vehicle and three other males 
in their 20s. All were in an unkempt appearance, 
the victim reported. 

After he was stabbed by only one of the suspects 
in the doorway shadows, the victim ran across to 
Kersting Court where he was met by the medical 
unit. He was rushed to the hospital immediately, 
said Chief Betts.

The California Board of Equaliza¬ 
tion recently reported retail sales subject 
to sales tax for the state (down 4.6 per¬ 
cent) for the second quarter of 1990 as 
well as for individual cities. 

Taxable sales in Sierra Madre de¬ 
clined 13.3 percent from the 1990 figure. 
Taxable sales in Sierra Madre declined 
from $5,038,000 to $4,364,000 - a re¬ 
duction of $674,000. Because the city 
receives one percent of the 8 1/4 per¬ 
cent sales tax, this reduction translates in¬ 
to a decline in revenue for the quarter of 
$6740. 

For the year ending June 30, 1991 
the city received $196,709.93 in sales 
tax revenue according to our Director 
of Finance - a sizable amount. A decline 
in the previous year was affected by the 
downtown fire. 

It behooves every resident of Sierra 
Madre to do as much shopping as possible 
in our city. Apart from the convenience 
we will be helping Sierra Madre’s finances 
by increasing our sales tax revenue. 

Harvest of teachers

gram called Teach For America. 

This is not a colloquial pattern. 
There is another such program at the 
University of Tennessee, spearheaded 
by Dean Richard Wisniewski who re¬ 
cently announced a three-year initiative 
by the school’s college of education. 
The program is to develop “a national 
model for training teachers and school 
administrators,” he explains. 

During the first year of the pro¬ 
gram, funded by a $500,(X)0 grant, 
faculty task forces will assess the status 
of colleges of education. In the second 
year, a blueprint for change will be 
developed, followed by a phased-in im¬ 
plementation of the plan.

Carrot Top revisited...

All of us come into this world with a name. 
In my early days there was no way of telling if 
it was a boy or girl that was soon to grace your 
home, so mother and father generally picked out 
two names, one for a boy and one for a girl, 
and each, generally, having three distinct naes 
maybe named after grandma, father, mother, 
aunt, uncle and so forth. Of course, I never had 
a chance at choosing my name, one part of 
which I kept hidden for some 50 years, or until 
some smart police officer in Sierra Madre found 
* it on my driver’s license, and the “Cat Was Out 
of The Bag.” 

Being a bright red head 1 never seemed to 
pick up the nickname of “Red.” Neighbors 
• called me “Bob,” friends and school chums 
used the name of “Brick.” My home folks al¬ 
ways referred to me as “Robert,” but never 
“Reeves”...ugh. 

I enjoyed a story in a recent Sierra Madre 
News about Bill Asbury dropping in to look over 
the newspaper that his father once owned and 
operated in 1928-29. I knew Bill’s father well, as 
I once owned the Holtville Tribune, and during 
my ownership of this publication in 1956-59 
became well acquainted with Joseph L. Asbury, 
who used to come into the newspaper on a week¬ 
ly visit. I never knew why Joseph stayed in 
Holtville. The temperatures there, in the sum¬ 
mer, could easily reach 120 to 125 degrees. I 
remember one day when Joseph was in the office 
the president of the local Chamber of Commerce 
dropped in to see me and tell me that he was 
about to prove that one could “fry an egg” on 
the sidewalks of Holtville. Before our very 
eyes he did it in 4 minutes. All of us were quite 
excited; the temperature was 120 degrees that 
day. 

Back to my name. I had a column in the 
Tribune that 1 called “Heard Over the Back 
Yard Fence.” It consisted of remarks and items 
that I picked up around town. Holtville had 
another name which was well-known - “Carrot 
Capital of the World.” Tons and tons of carrots 


were grown and shipped from there each year. 
One day an officer from the El Centro Naval 
Air station walked into my office with two 
drawings. Maybe your editor will find one in 
the files and run it for you. Anyway he pictured 
a carrot with a face, green hair and carrot body 
sitting at a typewriter, and he named the column 
“Carrot Top” by R. Robert Evans. From that 
day on until my retirement I used those two 
drawings as identification to my column. The 
local Chamber of Commerce had a special neck¬ 
tie of a carrot made for me and I received over 
the time many pins and mementos. 

Another amazing point that 1 would have 
liked to discuss with Bill was “Crickets.” 
I do not know the time of the year these mon- 
strocities come to life, but they do and in droves. 
They are about the size of your thumb and 
there are millions, yes, billions of them that 
swoop down on the valley. Cars on the streets 
go crunch, crunch and more crunch as they run 
over the buggers, but the upsetting period is of 
having to walk on them as you proceed to make 
your rounds in the city. They were everywhere, 
inside, ourside, you name it, and they were 
there. 

The Chamber of Commerce placed 50-gallon 
oil drums at the bottom of every street light in 
town. These little guys would hit the light and 
fall to the bottom of the barrel. When the barrel 
was full with crickets they poured it full with 
formaldehyde and shipped it off to a processing 
plant to be jarred for “Fish Bait.” 1 do not know 
how much they made on the project, but I assume 
it was enough, but not enough to get rid of all 
of them. 

Another little fellow that we had to con¬ 
tend with in the Imperial Valley was the cock¬ 
roach. 1 do not remember the time of the year 
but when he anived he was about the size of a 
silver dollar. Not as many of them, but enough. 

Yes, 1 would have liked to have talked with 
Bill, probably could have spent a couple of days 
discussing the Imperial Valley.

These days, seems like almost any simple 
occurrence can become a little political problem, 
and nothing grows faster or more complicated 
than a little political problem. 

Take our recent Skunk Swamp mess: 

Guess we have always had skunk springs, 
a pleasant little stream that feeds a slough sur¬ 
rounded by willows, cottonwoods, and a few 
acres of what folks hereabouts call “rip gut 
slough hay,” more suited for packing dishes 
than for forage. 

Nobody paid much attention except for 
quail hunters, frog diggers and occasional 
nature classes. 

That was, until a few years ago when 
skunks moved in and began to multiply. These 
had to be the most fertile skunks ever created. 

Even then they didn’t create much of a 
problem except when some neighborhood dog 
challenged one from the wrong end, or when 
they smelled up the highway, or got under 
someone’s porch. 

But when farmer Ben Brooks watched one 
of the critters chase his prize heifer and bite 
her on the hind leg and she died of rabies, now 
they were serious business since pets and kids 
could be the next victims. 

Medics decided that the infected skunk had 
to be found and destroyed. But which skunk? 
They all looked alike and smelled alike. 

The county board decided that to be safe, 
all skunks had to go. So they created a bounty 
payment. Anyone who turned in a dead skunk 
should be paid. The animal would be tested, 
and the fur sold to Jiggs Amos, local part- 
time furrier who assured the board that skunk 
furs were valuable commodities. But since 
shooting could ruin the furs, they would have 
to be trapped. 

That’s when we discovered we had what 
the paper called “activists.” About two dozen 
showed up at the next bpard meeting, 12 from 
the “anti-steel jaw trap” society and 12 from 
an organization that didn’t w”-.t the sanitized 


furs to turn up on milady’s back. 

Poison was suggested, and discarded, be¬ 
cause nobody wanted to guarantee that the 
stuff wouldn’t wind up in ground water. 

A high school biology teacher said that 
these were a special species of skunk because 
they were white where others were black and 
the reserse was likewise true. So a specialist 
from Washington was called in to verify the 
claim. He right away decided that these were 
normal “mephitis,” not worthy of endangered 
species protection. But he also informed the 
board that Uncle Sam would help pay the 
farmers for tilling the area, thus draining the 
swamp, assumption being that without water 
the skunks would disappear. Besides, he said, 
if they ever wanted to recreate the swamp. 
Uncle Sam had a program for that under 
something he called “wetlands restoration.” 

But mother nature stepped in and skunks 
started to die by the dozens. Experts said 
the diseases afflicting the animals were pre¬ 
dictable - something that always happened 
when skunks got too thick and probably 
inbred. 

But this was not the end. At the county 
board’s last meeting a big delegation from a 
brand new organization called SOS (Save our 
Skunks) asked the board to appropriate money 
to find a cure for the disease and to bring 
some “cold, outcross” skunks from Canada 
to solve the eugenic situation. 

One good thing resulted: Locals are laugh¬ 
ing and joking and talking to each other for 
the first time in a long while. 

A.lready there are bumper stickers saying 
“We slow for skunks,” SOS T-shirts and but¬ 
tons saying “Take a skunk to dinner.” 

.And the local tri-weekly press, which tries 
to get an edition out weekly, is running a poll. 
“Which do you want - the skunks or the 
county board?” 

.And a new effort is trying to change the 
name to “Resolution Spring.”

HEAR Center helps young 
and old hearing impaired to 
be successful in life 


By Winifred Veronda 

When Eric Uebersetsig was a baby, his parents 
were devastated to learn that their son had a severe 
hearing loss. The conventional approach would have 
been to enroll him in a school for the deaf where he 
would learn sign language and be prepared for a life 
shared largely with other deaf people. But his parents 
chose another alternative. 

At the HEAR Center in Pasadena, he was fitted, 
at the age of 14 months, with hearing aids, and there 
he received auditory training and speech therapy. He 
went on to attend public schools in South Pasadena 
and Pasadena City College. Active in church youth 
programs, he plans to be a commercial artist. 

“Hearing opened the door on the world tor me 
and I’ve been rewarded and challenged in school, 
work and church,” Eric says. 

Eric is one of many whose parents have chosen 
the HEAR Center program, where the goals are to 
fit hearing impaired babies with hearing aids at as 
early an age as possible, and, through training and 
therapy, to enable them - along with the speech 
impaired - to live, study and work in the mainstream 
of society. Most clients come from Pasadena, Arcadia, 
San Gabriel, Glendale and Burbank, but some come 
from throughout southern California and from other 
states and countries. At any given time, approximate¬ 
ly 30 young people are enrolled in therapy. 

The HEAR Center was founded in 1954 by Ciwa 
Griffiths, Ed.D., a teacher of the hearing impaired 
who believed that every child had the right to enter 
the world of sound. Dr. Griffiths, 80, who lives in 
Laguna Hills, developed an innovative program known 
as the “Auditory Approach.” Through her efforts 
thousands of infants and children have learned to 
listen and to speak normally, and adults have regained 
communication skills. Her approach was controver¬ 
sial in the beginning, because she insisted in fitting 
hearing impaired infants with hearing aids. Today, 
this concept is widely taken for granted. 

The HEAR Center continues to be the only 
facility based exclusively on Dr. Griffith’s approach, 
but today, more and more programs are patterned 
after it. 


of life give children a foundation for effective oral 
communication. If we pick children up before they’re 
a year old, even the most profoundly deaf can develop 
good language skills. We can help any child use 
residual hearing to the maximum.” 

Josephine Wilson, HEAR Center executive di¬ 
rector, emphasizes that efforts are made to diagnose 
hearing impairment and to fit babies with hearing aids 
before they’re eight months old. “The degree of 
hearing loss isn’t as important as the age we get the 
child into our program,” she says. “The first years 

Wilson is from Sierra Madre. 

Wilson explains that the best hearing aids have a 
riuige of 300 to 4(XX) cycles, while the range of HEAR 
Center equipment is from 200 to 30,000 cycles. 
“Through using our equipment, youngsters can hear 
sounds that are more normal and carry the memory 
of the sounds with them back to the use of their hear¬ 
ing aids. In this way, they learn to speak more nor¬ 
mally.” 

Along with carefully selected amplification to 
enhance the use of residual hearing in young children, 
the HEAR Center offers a program of listening 
training. This program helps children develop speech 
with good inflection, rhythm and pitch. With this 
goal in mind, youngsters work on a one - to - one basis 
with a therapist, rather than in groups, so that they 
hear only normal language spoken. 

Four days a week, the HEAR Center otters 
programs in audiology for older people - audiological 
evaluations, hearing aid evaluations and auditory 
brainstem response testing. The center does not sell 
hearing aids; it does only diagnostic work. Tlte oldest 
client in this program is 107, Wilson says. 

“Hearing and speech have given me the joy ol 
listening to my baby laugh, and teaching him to say 
‘Mama,’” says Kathi Hatch of Temple City. Fitted 
with aids for a profound hearing loss at age 3, she 
graduated from Temple City High School aiid now 
is the mother of Chad, helps her husband in his busi¬ 
ness, and does free-lance modeling. 

Like Eric Liebersetsig, she is one of a host of 
success stories that the HEAR Center can point to 
with pride.

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If your favorite reaction 
to an evoung at the theater 
is a good giggle, there are 
two comedies on local 
stages right now that will 
provide laughter in plenty. 

Just what is comedy, 
anyway? In its broadest 
definition, (see Aristotle) 
it is anything with a happy 
ending. But we think of 
comedy as an occasion 
for laughter, and it has 
several divisions. Comedy 
proper usually grows out 
of the conditions of hu¬ 
man existence and is re¬ 
cognizable as something 
that either has or could 
be experienced. “Steel 
Magnolias” is a comedy 
and so is “On Golden 
Pond.” The fact that 
pathos is often closely 
allied with such comedies 
is again much like life. 
The recognition of the 
comic in a situation has 
saved a lot of sanity. 

And then there is farce, 
which takes comedy sev¬ 
eral steps further and 
shows us conditions that 
could not possibly exist 
but wouldn’t it be fun if 
they did! On the stage, 


farces usually involve a 
lot of mistaken identity 
and people running m and 
out of doors to avoid em¬ 
barrassing situations. 
Farce is not easy. It 
takes wonders of good 
timing, but, well done, 
it carries absurdity into 
the hilarious. 

Such a farce, disguised 
as a murder mystery, is 
“The .Musical Comedy 
Murders of 19 0,” cur¬ 
rently on stage at the Sier¬ 
ra Madre Playhouse. It 
is definitely a period 
piece, especially entertain¬ 
ing if the name Gale 
Sondergard rings a bell 
and you can remember 
who it was who said, “I’ll 
clip him! I’ll mow him 
down!” 

The scene is the home 
of a wealthy theater “an¬ 
gel” named Elsa von 
Grossenknueten (Sondra 
Walters), where a group 
of theater people have 
gathered to present a pro¬ 
posed musical for con¬ 
sideration.

These days, when planes skip across oceans 
in a few hours, and a man could have breakfast 
in Los Angeles, lunch in New York, and dinner 
in Paris, it’s hard to realize that such undertak¬ 
ings as a transatlantic cable were monumental 
achievements just a century ago.

Early in the morning of June 28 last year. Sierra 
Madre was Jolted into a state of terror by a seismic 
shock felt over most of Southern California. The 
damage to Sierra Madre, the closest community to 
the epicenter of the earthquake, was considerable. 
Many homes and other structures were split apart 
by this event, but many people were brought together 
in a spirit of unity that is often only manifest by 
such disasters. 

Courage, love and concern for the unfortunate 
seemed to be the attitude of the day, and most people 
felt an emotional tie to their neighbors. But not all. 
Even in a small town where the Christian spirit is a 
way of life, it was inevitable that someone should see 
this disaster as an opportunity for exploitation and 
personal gain. 

The beautiful little Church of the Ascension on 
Baldwin Avenue was badly damaged, with huge 
cracks appearing in the stone bell tower. Incredibly, 
someone walked off with one of the corbels, a key 
stone which fell from the upper parapet of the tower. 
Why would anyone want to take a roughly sculptured 
stone weighing well over a hundred pounds? A stone 
that has no value but which has spiritual significance 
to those who worship in that church. 

The church will mend, and indeed construction 
is now under way. Through the efforts and gifts of 
many, the church will be repaired; but who will re¬ 
pair that misguided soul who thought it was so impor¬ 
tant for him to have that stone, that he struggled to 
carry it away? We will probably never know who it 
was, but we should only be concerned for him, and 
not because of him.

Jody Gunn honored for JPL career

Parental concerns in Sierra Madre regarding year- 
round education are as diverse as the parents them¬ 
selves. The most often expressed concern has been a 
concern implementation of a multitrack YRE plan 
at Sierra Madre Elementary School would only further 
divide the children of the community. 

At the present time approximately two-thirds of 
Sierra Madre’s school-age children attend private or 
parochial school. It is quite common to find on any 
given block in the city an entire street where children 
from each family attend different schools. 

A multitrack YRE plan would divide the re¬ 
maining one-third who attend public school into 
different tracks attending school at different times. 
More than one track would always be in attendance 
together, but the children themselves would be rotating 
in and out every month. 

There is concern this added division of the public 
school children in the community would only serve 
to further hamper their ability to develop positive peer 
relationships, a crucial element in a child’s develop¬ 
ment from the community of family to the greater 
community. 

Many Sierra Madre parents are questioning the 
implications a multitrack YRE plan could have on 
their children’s lives outside of school. A large per¬ 
centage of parents in Sierra Madre are working parents 
and need day care for their children. They are won¬ 
dering if their day care providers will be able to shift 
their schedules to meet the new calendar. 

Churches in Sierra Madre have traditionally 
offered Bible school and church camp during the sum¬ 
mer months, and there are questions as to what im¬ 
pact the YRE calendar would have on these programs. 
Participation in other traditional summer activities 
which provide further opportunities for a child’s 
growth and development, such as Scout camp, sports 
camp, Y camp and music camp, also are questions 
on the parents’ minds. In talking with the parents ot 
Sierra Madre it becomes quickly apparent a shift in a 
child’s school calendar has a far greater rippling ef¬ 
fect on the family’s life than just when the child at¬ 


tends school. 

Special needs families may be faced with an ad¬ 
ditional complication. Inherent in any successful 
YRE multitrack plan is an attempt by the school 
district to assure all children in the same family are 
on the same track, whether by assignment by the 
school district or by choice of the family when good 
cause is shown, enabling families to plan vacation and 
family time together during the one month breaks. 
Many YRE families report they have found this bene¬ 
ficial because they have been able to take advantage 
of off season rates for their vacations. If a child in 
the family requires special services; however, such as 
bilingual or special education, the child may have to 
be assigned to a different track because of the logistics 
involved to be with special services personnel. 

Dr. Michael Klentschy, associate superintendent 
of instruction for the Pasadena Unified School Dis¬ 
trict, offered an enticement to Sierra Madre parents 
during his presentation at Sierra Madre Elementary 
School when he confirmed it could be possible to re¬ 
turn the 7th graders to the Sierra Madre Elementary 
School campus under a multitrack YRE plan by their 
inclusion in the 220 extra seats. That single entice¬ 
ment has the potential to once again fuel a debate 
within the community such as existed during the 
secessionist movement a couple of years ago. 

Many Sierra Madre parents are adamantly op¬ 
posed to the return of the 7th graders to the elementary 
campus believing it would not be in the best educa¬ 
tional interests of the children of Sierra Madre be¬ 
cause quality programs could not be offered the 7th 
graders on an elementary school campus. 

Many other Sierra Madre parents are adamantly 
in favor of return of the 7th graders to the elementary 
school campus pointing to the years of educational 
successes of private and parochial K-8 schools in Sierra 
Madre. 

The final decision however, would rest with the 
Pasadena Unified School District Board of Education 
which is charged with making its decisions based 
upon what it believes to be in the best educational 
interests of all children attending its schools. 


Year-round school discussion Feb. 4 


Tuesday, Feb. 4 is the date set at Sierra 
Madre Elementary School for discussion on year- 
round education. The time is from 7 to 9 p.m. 
and the school is located at Highland and Auburn. 

The Pasadena Unified School District is 
studying year-round school plans and The News 


is running a series of pieces by Mary Anne 
McMillan concerning the possibility. The study 
is being conducted as an outgrowth of last year’s 
reconfiguration plan. 

This is one of the open public meetings 
that have been scheduled across the district.

Women At 
Work is a nonprofit ca¬ 
reer and job resource 
center serving the greater 
L.A. area. 

Gunn was nominated 
by her company. Jet 
Propulsion Laboratory, 
where she is the Assistant 
Mission Director in 
charge of Data Produc¬ 
tion, and the Missions 
Operations Engineering 
Manager for the National 
Aeronautics and Space 
Administrations Magellan 
Venus project. She began 
her career with JPL in 
1981. 

Principal luncheon 
speaker was the Honor¬ 
able Shirley Hufstedler, 
Secretary of Education 
under President Jimmy 
Carter, presently a Fed¬ 
eral judge and herself the 
recipient of 19 honorary 
degrees. 

Hufstedler said women 
are no longer disabled 
by their gender, as was 
once thought, a “mythi¬ 
cal weakness of mind 


and body,” that excluded 
them from all profes¬ 
sions. Despite frequent 
setbacks that females 
still face on the job, she 
said, women are now re¬ 
ceiving a new level of 
respect as professionals. 
“We have seen that 
attitudes can change - 
look at the women who 
are honored here today 
and the corporations 
that have honored 
them.” 

Honoree Gunn had al¬ 
ways wanted to work in 
the space program. To¬ 
day she finds the field 
fascinating and with 
something new happening 
daily and always chal¬ 
lenging. She notes, too, 
that there has been an 
explosion of women on 
the engineering staff at 
JPL and they find a 
friendly atmosphere. 

She received her Bach¬ 
elor of Science degree in 
mathematics and com¬ 
puter science at UCLA 
and did graduate work 
at use in electrical en¬ 
gineering. She joined 
the Magellan Project in 
1985 as the Ground Data 
System Engineer, leading 
the implementation of 
the ground system for 
the launch and mapping 
phases. Gunn always 
did well in school and 
when she and her family 
were residents of Chats- 
worth she was recruited

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Norway - ‘achingly beautiful’ 


Norway, the land of 
Ciricg and Ibsen, Munch 
and Vigeland is portrayed 
in the arts these great Nor¬ 
wegians created - dark 
and forbidding, bitter and 
beautiful, tender exuber¬ 
ant and fierce. 

Norway is a living poem. 
Trolls and Vikings and 
Norse gods still haunt the 
fjords and mountains. 
The people reflect the 
pride of their heritage, 
the determination to win 
over the brutal vagaries 
of their northern clime 
and a millenium of brut¬ 
ish invaders. 

We saw Norway in its 
season of smiles, when 
summer turns the land 
achingly beautiful, with 
wild flowers and water¬ 
falls dancing in the sun¬ 
shine between fern and fir- 
clad mountains and dark 


fjords shimmering with 
sunlight. 

Our tour covered the 
tortuous route from Ber¬ 
gen to Oslo, which nature 
has endowed with some 
of the world’s most breath¬ 
taking scenery. 

The first dav took us 
along winding mountain¬ 
ous roads, so narrow the 
bus had to back and fill 
in spots to pass on-coming 
vehicles. Rustic houses 
and cabins sported sod 
roofs, alive with sprout¬ 
ing fiowers, or slate in ar¬ 
tistic scallop designs. 

Each chimney was 
crowned with a flat slab 
and a mountain boulder 
perched atop, to discour¬ 
age storks. Still, a num¬ 
ber had persisted, creating 
their enormous, messy 
nests for their ungainly 
and raucous young. 


Later the road snaked 
about the Hardanger 
Fjord where only a 2-foot 
wall separated the bus 
from the blue-black water 
and, at times, the upper 
portion actually overhung 
the wall. 

We spent the night at 
Stalheim, one of the Shan- 
grilas of this earth. Rem¬ 
iniscent of Glacier Point, 
the hotel overlooks a mir¬ 
ror image of Yosemite 
3000 feet below, with 
huge granite domes at its 
sides and a great gouging 
waterfall at its head. A 
sliver ribbon of river 
wound its way through 
the valley floor. 

A stroll around the gar¬ 
den brought us to a relic 
of World War 11, a Ger¬ 
man pill box, command¬ 
ing the valley below. As 
we tiptoed over to gaze 


out the turret holes, the 
old boards creaked and, 
as we looked through a 
crack at our feet, we saw 
nothing but thin air be¬ 
neath us for 3(XX) feet. 
We tiptoed, very gently, 
back to solid ground. 

Evening brought a par¬ 
ty, with Norwegian music, 
dancing and a sampling 
of Aqua Vit, a potion 
with a kick like a Nor¬ 
wegian elk and a taste 
half way between caraway 
seed and pine resin. The 
Norwegians downed it 
with gusto, but a small 
sip was sufficient for 
most of us tourists. 

We went on to savor 
Songefjord and Tyin, 
stave churches and Nor¬ 
dic dancers and we’ll tell 
readers about these in an¬ 
other travel tale.
